ree field trips were 
approved, an update on a fourth trip was 
given, an elementary school cross-coun- 
try ski program was approved, a $60,000 
loan was approved and summer school 
taxes were talked about at the Tuesday 
night East Jordan Board of Education 
meeting. 

Field trips approved were the senior 
English class going to the Stratford, 
Ontario Shakespearean Festival in Janu- 
ary; a trip involving 25 learning center 
students staying at an outdoor education 
site near Mancelona; and a fourth grade 
trip to the Shrine Circus in Grand Rapids. 

The 22 students in the English class 
will cover the costs of their trip them- 
selves and will be using a rented bus, not 
a school bus. The group will leave early 
on a Friday and return on Sunday. 

The learning center trip will cost the 

school $2 for each of the 25 pupils and the 
students will raise money to take care of 
an $8 per person room and board fee. The 
group will go in private cars. 
_ The trip to the Shrine Circus: will be 
made in school buses but the Shriners 
will assume the transportation and ticket 
costs. The students have fund rasing 
projects to pay for a meal on the trip. 

The fifth grade trip to Greenfield 
Village may have some changes from 


previous years because of a package plan 
now offered by the Village. Details are 
being worked out. 

The elementary cross-country program 
will be at Windmill Farms on the Boyne 
City - Charlevoix Road. The program will 
be Tuesdays from 3:30 to 7:30 p.m. and 
offer students a chance to ski for low 
rates. 

Business manager Ruby Dipzinski told 
the board that the school system is out of 
cash. To tide the system over until state 
aid money arrives the board decided to 
borrow $60,000 from Northwestern State 
Bank at 7 per cent interest per annum. 

The system had borrowed $275,000 at 
5% percent in September against the 
anticipated revenues which total more 
than $600,000.

The borrowing brought on discussion 
about the possibility of a summer school 
tax collection. Dipzinski was instructed 
by the board to arrange a meeting 
between the board and the city council to 
discuss the matter. 


The board also approved the concept of 
having baccalaureate services combined 
with graduation exercises on a Sunday. 
The date will be discussed between 
faculty and the administration. 


The board also discussed its policy 
about allowing staff members to be on the 
city’s fire department, saying ‘‘we have 
to have firemen.’’ The board didn’t make 
formal action on the matter but agreed 
that it was an asset to have trained 
firemen on the staff.

EAST JORDAN - The industrial fore- 
cast isn’t all negative for East Jordan 
despite layoffs at three of the, com- 
munity’s biggest plants, Gulf and 
Western, ITT ard the Iron Works. 

Altair Tool and Engineering, which has 
four plants near Mount Clemens and one 
in Boyne City, will be opening a plant in 
the Industrial Park off M-32 right after 
the first of the year. 

‘‘We've just about completed our 
building and plan to move machinery 
tight after the first of the year,’’ Gil 
Redmer, plant manager of the Boyne City 
facitity and third in command for the 
Altair company, said Tuesday. 

The company is involved with terminal 
production, tool and die and light steel 
stamping, Redmer explained. Much of 
Altair’s production is in areas of 
advanced technology, computer switches 
for the automotive, appliance and com- 
munications industries. 

The company hasn't decided how many 
people it will employ yet. This follows 
Altair’s philosophy, Redmer said. 

‘‘We get into lines that we can watch 
and see how they sell,’’ he explained. 
“We've done it in other areas and it’s 
worked real well. We judge it and see if 
we want to go big.”’ 


The initial work force will be around 
four or five people, Redmer said. Should 
the business warrant it, the number of 
employees will be increased. 

Down the road a few years Altair is 
considering establishing an assembly 
plant in northern Michigan. The Boyne 
City plant is, and the new East Jordan 
facility will be, a source for parts 
assembled at a Mount Clemens assembly 
plant and by outside industries such as 
automotive or appliance plants. 


Should Altair choose to assemble 
products in the area, approximately 25-30 
people would be employed. 


Altair is a heavily automated produc- 
tion operation, Redmer explained, 
turning out 60 to 70 million terminals a 
month during peak periods. 

Unlike many auto-related companies, 
Altair hasn’t felt the pinch of a slowdown 
in auto sales. 


‘‘We haven’t been hurt too much by 
the auto slowdown,’ Redmer said. ‘It 
looks like it's gearing for smaller cars and 
we're able to handle that. We're looking 
for a real good year to come!”’ 

The strong suit of the company is its 
forward thinking, Redmer said. ‘‘We are 
an advanced company,’’ he explained. 


ITT to close Dec.

Tom Mathis, personnel director for the 
company’s northern Michigan region, 
said uncertain conditions in the 
automotive industry made it impossible 
to project a re-opening date for the plant. 

The company has said that if possible it 
will transfer employees from the East 
Jordan plant to ITT plants in Bellaire or 
Petoskey. Before that happens though, 
workers currently laid off at those plants 
will have to have been already called 
back. Approximately 45 workers are laid 


‘We're not one of those companies living 
in the past."' 

‘We have a lot of new work right now," 
Redmer said. '"We already have some 
real good orders for January and 
February.” 

The company's small size hasn't 
prevented it from making some tech- 
nological breakthroughs, Redmer said. 

‘Ford told us our new computer switch 
was one of the biggest switches to come 
out of a small operation,’’ he said. 

Some 250,000 to 300,000 Fords are on 
the road with Altair’s switch monitoring 
their engine. In 1982 the firm will have 
another switch in use to minitor auto- 
mobile lights and engines. 

The firm does about 70 percent of its 
business in the automotive industry and 
the other 30 percent in appliances. 

The new 12,000 square foot East 
Jordan plant sits on four and a half to five 
acres of land, providing room for future 
expansion. 

Redmer is a native of East Jordan who 
moved back north to Boyne City ten years 
ago after working several different 
places. He owns the Altair physical plant 
in Boyne City. 

The two principal owners of Altair are 
Cliff Cloutier and Chuck Henritzy. 
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off at the other two plants. 

The East Jordan plant makes 
automovie wiring harnesses and 
slumping auto sales had slowed demand 
for the harnesses. 

When it was at its peak production the 
plant employed some 175 hourly workers. 
When the plant closing was announced 
the company had cut back to 30 to 35 
hourly employees. 

Plant manager Bob Shaw is bdeing 
transferred to an ITT facility in Texas.

Prosecutor Scott Beatty, who also 
requested and was turned down funding 
for an investigator under his jurisdic- 
tion, said he and Lasater will be working 
with the county board of commissioners 
to establish a position in one of their two 
departments. 

Beatty said they have not approached 
any commissioners and are not expecting 
funding until the 1981 budget year,

position funded earlier,”’ he said. 
“It is not a dead issue,’’ Lasater said, 
‘*Former sheriff (Philo) Sumner had this 


position and no question of duplication of . 


services was ever mentioned. I am con- 
fused at this point because of the present 
questions the county commissioners are 
raising,'’ Lasater said. 

Ways and Means Committee member 
Keith Annear of East Jordan told The 
Press last week that the committee did 
not approve the detective’s position 
because of fear of duplicating ‘services. 

Three pages of investigations conduct- 
ed and money recovered are in the report 
Lasater made of his reasons for needing a 
detective under his position. 

Burris was selected as a trial detec- 
tive because of his instruction in evidence 
collecting and because of his credentials, 
Lasater said. Burris has been with the 
sheriff’s department for six years and has 
been to over 20 investigative schools. 

Most -of a detective’s time is spent 
assisting the original officer working on a 
case, Burris said. In the case of a city 
police department calling to Petoskey or 
Traverse City for assistance, Burris said 
the evidence could easily be mishandled,

Not all of the 
crimes investigated took place during 
October.. Many of the investigations 
conducted were backlogged from investi- 
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gations which the road patrol officers did 
not have time to conduct, Lasater said. 

Burris conducted 41 felony investiga- 
tions, including 22 breaking and enter- 
ings, seven: larcenies, five malicious 
destruction of property, one forgery, one 
fraud, two assaults and three stolen car 
investigations, according to Lasater's 
report, He closed 35 of the 41 investiga- 
tions conducted. . 

He conducted and closed two mis- 
demeanor investigations - - one hit and 
run incident and one larceny incident, the 
report shows, 

He also helped investigate and close 
three non-criminal investigations - - one 
drowning, one suicide and one fire. 

Thirty-nine felony warrants and two 
misdemanor warrants are being sought 
as a result of his work. The total amount. 
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h shows position n 


of property recovered due to his work is 
$4,540, the study indicates. 

“This is only what I accomplished off 
the cuff in 30 days without any back- 
ground,’’ Burris commented, ‘so you can 
imagine what accomplishments the 
statistics could show if we had a full-time 
detective.” 3 

The citizens of Charlevoix. County want 
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all the protection and service they are 
rightfully due, Burris said and he did not 
think cost factors should interfere in a job 
whose motto is ‘‘ta serve and protect.” 


Lasater said he would consider Burris’ 
application for the position along: with 
other qualified officers, if the position 
had been approved by the county board of 
commissioners. 
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It is unfortunate,. but the Boyne 
Area Jaycees have become a ghost 
organization. 

We hope that in the coming month, 
the group can be revived as an 
active community service organiza- 
tion, 

If that seems impossible due to lack 
of interest from members, we hope 
that the remnants of the group will 
face the music and disband the 
organization. 

Leaving the group in limbo has 
caused problems and raised questions 
in the community, and we hope that 
will be resolved soon. 

The internal workings of community 
groups don’t often come to light, and 
this one wouldn't have if the group 
hadn’t announced that is was disband- 
- ing around the end of October. 

The organization was reduced to 
less than five active members, did not 
have meetings and did not have 


officers. A handful of remaining 
members and their wives were 
running a weekly bingo game - - and 


that was virtually the only thing the 
group was doing other than operating 
a beer tent on July 4th. 

Despite the fact that membership 
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was dropping, the Boyne Area . 
Jaycees’ official membership roster 
showed 24 members. But the group 
had paid most, if not all of the 
so-called members’ dués itself -- with 
proceeds from the bingo games. 

We'd rather see that money going 
to community projects, which is the 
intention of strict state regulations 
governing the operation of bingo 
games. 

The fact that some of the Jaycees

and their families were being paid 
(although not large amounts) to run 
the bingo game also raises questions 
about why the game and the organ- 
ization were being continued. 

When the Jaycees were thinking 
about dissolving their group, Chamber 
of Commerce board member Gary 
Schafer approached one of the Jaycees 
and inquired about the possibility of 
the chamber taking over the bingo 
game. 

It is ironic to note that Schafer found 


out later that he was actually listed as 
one of the dues-paying Jaycee 
members. He had attended one 
meeting more than two vears ago. 

The Jaycees were interested in 
letting the chamber take over bingo 
because that would give them a buyer 
for about $3,000 worth of tables, 
chairs and other equipment they 
used for the game. 

Several chamber members helped 
out at a bingo game in the interest of 
keeping it running continuoysly. They 
also paid $100 for a bingo license. 

But then the Jaycees decided not to 
drop the game, and they are ap- 
parently looking into revitalizing the 
Organization. Representatives of 
another Jaycee chapter and the state 
Jaycee organization are helping with 
the effort. 

If they can succeed in getting a 
viable group operating. the com- 
munity will benefit and we wish them 
well in their efforts. 

If not, we'd rather see one of the 
many functioning civic groups in the 
community take over the- Jaycee 
fundraising projects, run them 
properly and put the money to good 
use.

The position of each school has to be 
studied to understand the nature of the 
situation. 

East Jordan is riding the crest of a 
wave of football success. The Devils went 
undefeated this fall. but because of some 
weak teams like Boyne City on the 
schedule they failed to qualify for the 
state high schoo} football playoffs. 

East Jordan coach and athletic director 
Frank Holes decided to schedule two 
strong teams from about 70 miles away - - 
Roscommon and Houghton Lake - -. and 
drop Boyne City and Hillman. 


The schedule changes will result in the 
Devils getting recognition from . other 
parts of the state and possibly provide 
enough points in the complicated 
computer rating system to qualify East 
Jordan for post-season competition. 

But it also means that a sure-fire 
sell-out for the East Jordan-Boyne City 
game, which would’ve been played in 
Boyne City next year, will be lost.

Modern technology has had a revolu- 
tionary impact upon society, upon nature, 
and upon human beings themselves. 

Technology today has presented. us 
with an unprecedented range of material 
goods and degree of control over nature. 
Yet the sheer power let loose by this 
technology with insufficient respect to 
human needs: has created new ethical! 
dilemmas of ends and means and raised 
hew questions about freedom, justice, 
and peace in our world. 

To what ends will we use the new 
powers of technology, and what values 
will guide us in our choices? — 

EARLY VS. MODERN TECHNOLOGIES 

The question of how humans can come 
to terms with nature has troubled them 
since Adam and. Eve had to fend for 
themselves outside the Garden of Eden. 
Technology, primitive in the beginning, 
provided the indispensable means to 
secure food, clothing, shelter, and fuel. 

But the necessities of sustenance were 
not all of life. Myth and story and ritual 
gave meaning to those primitive technol- 
ogies and relief from an arduous exis- 
tence. By inventing gods -- fire gods, rain 
gods, sun gods, and other deities -- and 
by interpreting their arts, such as that of 


the blacksmith, in terms of divine gifts -- . 


in such ways myth provided primitives 
with peace of mind and explanations for 


yore iaiadehdeaba tah ae eC eR Sar ner aT ORE as To 
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methods. The result has been more 
effective inventions for meeting social 
and political demands. the machine, the 
steam (and internal combustion) engine, 
the hydraulic (and atomic) generator, 
vaccine and antibiotics, lasers and 
‘‘smart weapons,’’ and the computer are 
among its products. 

However, science, in replacing myth as 
the rationale for technology, has not 
produced a comparable value system, one 
that really makes us feel comfortable in 
the world. 

~ REVOLUTIONARY IMPACT 


In its reliance on science, modern 
technology differs from primitive tech- 
nology both in its revolutionary impact 
upon afl aspects of society and in its stand 
in relation to nature. 


Goods have never been so profuse; 
people have never moved about so much 
and so far; leisure has never been so 
widespread; education never so avail- 
able; and a world of people never so 
closely tied together. 

Modern technology is responsible for 
the creation of mass society -- a society of 
large-scale industry, massive transporta- 
tion, worldwide commerce, and a multi- 
tude of cities. 


The results of technology show also on 


nature. Atomic bombs, strip-mining, 
asphalt roads, indiscriminate use of 
fertilizers and pesticides -- these and 


other techniques have taken their toll on 
nature. 

Mountains have been levelled, the 
countryside ~has been industrialized, 


man -- or if not man-made, at least 
man-modified, 

But the effects of technology go even 
further: they show on man himself. While. 
modern technology offers new options, a 
new spirit of doing things, a challenge to 
old ways of life, it also offers countless 
hazards and perils of life -- physical and 
spiritual. 

Thus technology, by its very power, 
creates tragic dilemmas. These dilemmas 
are questions of ends and means, among 
which we may single out the crucial ones 


. of freedom, justice, and peace. Together, 


they consitute the humanistic dieramnes 
of technology. 


FREEDOM AND CHOICE 
Freedom appears to be the legacy of 
the new technology: Our range of choices 
is endlessly multiplied by the technology 
that underlies our tools, our goods, our 
livelihood. 

But this freedom may be more 
apparent than real. Our cheap pleasures, 
our reliance on gadgetry, our luxuriant 
excesses still have to be paid for 
according to what David Lilienthal called 
‘‘nature’s‘remorseless arithmetic.’’ The 
price includes pollution, destruction of 
the environment, depletion of limited 
natural resources. 

We exert our technological power not 
only on nature but also on ourselves. The 
tools we use and the machines we operate 
make us tools of our tools and robots of 
our machines. Inexorably-moving 
assembly lines give us little freedom of 
choice -- or satisfaction from work. 

Ironically, we become prisoners of our 
work, of our baubles, of our debilitating 
fantasies about them. Increasingly we 
work not just for the age-old necessities 


of food, clothing, and shelter, but for 
luxuries -- the color TV, the fancy car, the 
larger house which now seem 


necessary for happiness. 
In course, do we not lose our authentic 
freedom? The dilemma we face is that of 
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1e power of technolo 


tunities for all, not jest: more for the tich 


how tq enjoy the fruits of technology 
without losing the freedom that is 
initiated within us, Can technology feed 
this freedom or does it simply dissolve it? 
Freedom is to be measured not by the 
number of options one has but by the 
meaning they give to life. 
. JUTICE 


Should freedom be limited? ; 

If one is to be free, should not all be 
free? This question turns out to be one of 
justice -- namely, that -we fashion 


technology to make available real oppor- 
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or the powerful. 
If our technology denies some of us 


equality, not just in.a formal sense but 


concretely, then it is a poor thing, A life 
that concerns the whole society, not one 
of ease or mediocrity -+ this is the sort of 
justice technology needs to serve. It is a 
technology that is reconciliable with 
justice -- and with an intelligent and 
compassionate, an exacting and exciting 
existence. -- which is its own justification.

Summer tax okayed‘ 


BOYNE CITY -- City property owners 
will now pay half of their school taxes in 
the summer instead of paying the full 
amount in the winter. 


The city commission Tuesday night 
adopted a resolution initiating a summer 
school tax collection. School and city 
officials say that the split of taxes will 
benefit both the schoo! district and the 
taxpayer. 


The summer tax collection will save the 
school money by reducing the amount of 
money the school would have to borrow 
each year to meet its operating expenses. 


The taxpayer will benefit because the 
heavier tax bill will be due in the summer 
when taxpayers are in a better financial 
position to pay. 

Commissioners relayed notices from 
citizens who were in favor of the summer 


tax collection and unanimously adopted 


the resolution. 

In other action, the commission: 

--Accepted an application for the 
creation of the Economic Development 
Corporation of Boyne City, and scheduled 
a public hearing to consider establish- 
ment of the corporation or any competing 
applications. The hearing was set for the 
next regular commission meeting on Jan. 


8; 

--Heard a five-year alternative energy 
plan for the city hall office complex and 
maintenance garage presented by Phil 
Armstrong of Great Lakes Energy Sys- 
tems. Armstrong outlined passive energy 
alternatives available to heat and Sight 
city hall and the garage. Great Lakes was 
awarded a $700 contract in August to do 
an energy study of city hall; 

--Purchased 25 remote reading water 


meters to replace older water meters. The 
meters were purchased from Badger, Inc. 
for $900; 

--Rented the vacant office space in city 
hall to the Charlevoix County Public 
Transportation for three years; 

--Established a $25 filing fee for 
applications to be reviewed by the zoning 
board of appeals. This fee is intended to 
pay for mailing, posting and advertising 
costs borne by the zoning board when 
reviewing an application; 

--Decided not to use the Veterans Rifle 
Range on M-75 South since there is no 
lease agreement between the city and the 
VFW Post. If the V.F.W. wishes to 
maintain a rifle range at the site, they will 
have to apply for a permit from the Boyne 
City Police Department and present 
acceptable rules, regulations and hours 
for its use.

The vote to close Front’ Street was 
defeated by 304 votes. 

City Manager Tim Clifton said he and 
the City Clerk Tom Garlock have been 
reprimanded for the handling of the 
ballots. They admitted that Garlock’s 
handling of the ballots was improper, but 
said it was not intentional.
